CONVENTIONS IN TWO MONTHS 


With just a Nttle over two monthsy attended 


eleven conventions 
Atlanta be- 


remaining in 1912, 
are scheduled to meet 
fore the end of the year 

As a convention city, Atlanta has 
already gained recognition from the 
country. Forty-four conventions have 
@lready been held here since January 
1, and with the eleven in imme- 
diate future the total number for 1912 
runs to fifty-five. 

Thirteen of these fifty-five are con- 
ventions of the agency forces of na- 
tional business concerns, some of which 
are among the most profitable to the 
city, as the delegates are all prosper- 
ous and thelr expenses are usually paid 
by their companies. The remaining 
thirty-seven of the conventions are 
@atherings of national or sectional 
gatherings of religious, craft or busi- 
ness associations. The eleven which 
are yet to come are as follows:

At the banquet held Friday evening 
at the Piedmont, at which a movement 
wags launched to establish a ‘“conven- 
tion bureau,” President Wilmer L. 
Moore, of the chamber of commerce, 
Outlined the work which such a body 
wopld do for Atlanta. 

“There are 4,000 national organiza- 
tions and associations in thie country,” 
said Mr. Moore, “most of which meet 
every year, and with properly organ- 
ized work we can reach out and bring 
the pick of them to Atlanta. 

“A convention bureau was recently 
organized in Buffalo, and its work Iin- 
creased marvelously the number and 
character of conventions held in that 
city. During 1911. they had fifteen 
conventions. During the first seven 
months of 1912 they have had seventy 
conventions. That is an example of 
what we can do for Atlanta by the 
organization of a convention board.” 

The program of financing a conven- 
tion board was discussed at the Friday 
evening banquet also. 

Secretary A. W. MokKeand, of the 
Charleston Chamber of Commerce, sug- 
gested that the business houses of the 
city agree to pay to the eupport of the 
hoard in proportion to their benefit 
from the conventions. Class A, in- 
cluding, for example, the hotels and 
department stores, would pay to the 
board 10 cents for each delegate who

Is Subsiding, 


President Bases His Statement on 
Reports from Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson. 


Beverly, Mass., October 19.—In a 
statement issued here tonight based on 
reports from Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson, President Taft declares 
wave of high prices for food has begun 
to subside in this country.

According to the announcement of 
white house officials, Secretary Wilson 
made an investigation of the causes of 
‘he prices and the effect of the bumper 
erops in the United States upon such 
prices. 

Decrease tn Cost of Food. 

The great prosperity of the Ameri- 
can farmer, the report to the president 
showed, has brought about a material 
decrease in the cost of food products, 
although in many instances the reduc- 
tion will not become apparent to the 
consumer for several months. The re- 
port promises that the price of meat 
will decrease notably on account of 
the bumper corn crop, and after cat- 
tle, sheep ‘and hogs, fed from that 
crop, reach the consumer. 

Secretary Wilson advised the presi- 
dent that on the 
the country, corn, wheat, oats, barley, 
rye, buckwheat, potatoes, flaxseed and 
hay, the October 1 prices indicated a 
saving to the consumer of about 9 per 
cent. 

The crop increase will make up to 
farmers, however, reductions in price. 
Mr. Wilson shows that while the re- 
turn to the’ producers on October 1, 
1911, amounted to $3,868,000,000, at the 
prices prevailing October 1, of this 
year, their return will be $4,474,000,000. 

Mr. Wilson’s report, according to of- 
ficials here, showe that the aggregate 
crop in the United States will be 
about 20 per cent greater than it has 
been for years. He shows that the 
wheat crop of the year is nearly 100,- 
000,000 bushels greater than last year, 
and says that one high-grade flour is 
costing at the mills 80 cents a barrel 
less than it did a year ago. 

The Great Corn Crop. 

The corn crop, Mr. Wilson points 
out, exceeds 3,000,000,000 bushels, and 
there has already been a decrease in 
the price of corn of 7 cents per bushel. 
The hay crop, he says, has increased 
more than 17,000,000 tons over a year 
ago, and he declares that in .conse- 
quence the price per ton has fallen 
$2.74. This increase, he maintains, 
will not only decrease the price of 
meats, but milk, butter, cheeseetc. The 
year’s oats crop amounts to 1,417,000,- 
000 bushels, an increase over last year's 
crop of more than 50 per cent, accord- 
ing to the report, Mr. Wilson declares, 
and the increased crop and lower prices 
will also make for lower prices for 
meats and all livestock products. 

On potatoes there will be saving of 
nearly $100,000,000 in the cost of liv- 
ing. On October 1 the producers were 
getting 51.1 cents a bushel for pota- 
toes, the investigations showed, as 
compared with 88.3 cents a year ago. 
The consumption of potatoes is 350,000,- 
000 and the actual reduction of cost 
is 94,500,000, the report states. 

This year’s cotton crop is the larg- 
est on record, and, although the price 
on October 1 was above last year it 
was 2.1 cents less than the price of two 
years ago, and the new crop may bring 
a reduction in the cost of cotton 
goods.

Captain Clayton and Captain 
Donaldson Meet Monday to 
Plan Quick Finish to 
Peachtree Work. 


Everybody is getting busy. 

Officials are ready to co-operate in 
street improvement campaign, and 
agree that it is the pressing need of 
the hour. 

On Monday morning Chief of Con- 
struction R. M. Clayton and County 
Superintendent of Construction Thomas 
M. Donaldson will meet at the corner 
of Peachtree and Baker § streets to 
make a careful survey of the situation, 
and map out a program which will get 
the street in good repair without 
further delay. 

Captain Donaldson says: 

“T am ready at a moment's notice to 
throw one hundred convicts on the 
work and rush it through to comple- 
tion.” 

Captain Clayton says: 

‘I will meet with Captain Donaldson 
and see what must be done at once to 
get ready for the convicts, and there 
will be no unnecessary delay.” 

A Concentration of Forces. 

It has been suggested that the city 
throw all of its street gang and teams 
on the work, taking them temporarily 
for a few days from other work not so 
pressing, and get the street ready for 
the county at once. 

Captain Clayton placed Saturday a 
hurry order by wire through the Stan- 
dard Oil company agency for an addi- 
tional supply of asphalt, so there will 
be no delay in getting the materia] for 
the paving which will be done by the 
county. The asphalt will reach Atlanta 
within the next five days, and in 
plenty of time, as the county will first 
smooth off the street and lay the 
crushed stone and cement. 

The laying of the steam-heat pipe 
and connecting sewers will be com- 
pleted by next Wednesday. Then there 
will be nothing left for the city to do 
but to fill in the excavations and get 
rid of the extra dirt and rubbish. 

The whole matter will be fully map- 
ped out next Monday morning, when 
Captain Donaldson and Captain Clay- 
ton meet for a conference on the scene 
of action. 

County Board Takes Action. 

At a meeting of the board of county 
commissioners Saturday morning, Cap- 
tain Clayton and Councilman Harvey 
Hatcher, chairman of the street com- 
mittee of council, appeared with a res- 
olution which had been adopted by the 
street committee. 

The resolution stated that the city 
had agreed to furnish the county with 
the material for the repaving of Peach- 
tree street and the relaying of the 
sidewalks for the full width of 15 feet. 
It urged that the work be done as 
quickly as possible. Baker street on 
both sides of Peachtree, it stated, was 
ready for the laying of pavement and 
sidewalks; that the steam-heat pipe 
and sewer connections on the east 
side of Peachtree street would be com- 
pleted next Wednesday, and that the 
city could not make its sewer connec- 
tions on the west side until the steam- 
heat pipe was laid. 

The county can, of course, 
work on the east side at first. 

No Time Will Be Lost. 

Captain Donaldson assured the board 
that no time would be lost in getting 
Peachtree and Baker streets in good 
shape. He said that he had 100 con- 
victs ready to be placed on the work 
at once. He suggested that when he 
begun work that the street be roped off 
for a few days, so he could work long- 
term convicts, and without any inter- 
ference from passing vehicles. In this 
way, he stated, the work could be 
pushed more rapidly. 

The conference between Captaln 
Donaldson and Captain Clayton Mon- 
day will get matters well under way, 
and the end to the blockading of 
Peachtree will be in sight. 

Taking up other streets, the county 
board instructed the superintendent to 
reset the curb on Cherokee avenue 
where the street has been widened, 
and this will be done as soon as the 
pegs are set. 

A resolution was adopted to notify 
the mayor ‘that the county was ready 
to take up and relay curb in a few 
days on Georgia avenue where the 
street has been widened.

Mayor Winn hag notified the 
contractors’ bonding company that suit 
will be brought against it by the city 
to recover damages if the work is not 
pushed rapidly to completion. 

Saturday when the street was visited 
by a representative of The Constitu- 
tion no one was at work. 

For blocks and blocks there were 
stretches of mud-holes and small pools 
of muddy water, some of the places 
looking more Hike homes for frogs and 
crawfish than a fine residence street 
of a metropolis. For three months or 
more the street has been in that con- 
dition. 

At the cross streets planks have been 
Placed to provide a passageway for 
vehicles and pedestrians.

WILL SOON CLASH 
IN DEADLY BATTLE 


Armies of Allies and the 
Turks Almost in Touch. 


CONFLICT NEAR ADRIANOPLE 


That City Blocks Road of Allies to 
Constantinople---Turkish Fleet 
Bombards Bulgar Port. 


London, October 19.—Along the 


mountainous front of 200 miles from 
Kirk-Killiseh, in the east, to Uskup, 
in the west, the advance of the allied 
armies into Turkey continues. The 
Turkish army appears to be acting on 
the defensive. Its outposts are slowly 
withdrawing and are attempting only 
to screen the way for mobilization 
while the main forces are marching 
toward the frontier. 

Only small engagements which give 
no idea of the mettle of the combat- 
ants have occurred thus far. The cen- 
sorship has been so complete and ef- 
fective that Europe has few details 
except that the largest armies in the 
field on the continent since 1870 are 
preparing for a death struggle. Fully 


500,000 men will take part. 
For the First Great Battle. 

Adrianople and Uskup are being 
used as the strategic points for the 
first great battle. Adrianople is ae- 
fended by modern fortresses with 300 
of the most modern guns. It is the 
main gateway to Turkey and should 
give the invaders a long siege. The 
town of Mustapha Pasha, seventeen 
miles to the north, already has fallen 
into the hands of the Bulgarians and 
the meager announcements of the 
event indicate without serious resist- 
ance. 

The approach to Uskup fs more 4aif- 
ficult. The Servian and Bulgarian 
armies are likely to follow two roaas, 
one from  Koestenil, in Bulgarta, 
through Palanka Pass, which Is strong- 
ly fortified on the Turkish side, the 
other along the main line of the road 
from Servia. 

The taking of Mustapha Pasha was 
the most important event reported to- 
day. The Turkish fleet, the size or 
which has been kept secret, but prob- 
ably a few small craft, was engaged 
in bombarding the Bulgarian port of 
Varna this afternoon. 

Reports received by way of Vienna 
say an irregular Turkish force of 2,000 
men was ambushed and cut to pteces 
by the Montenegrins in an attempt to 
recapture Berana. 

Where Is the Greek Fleet? 

The whereabouts of the Greek fleet 
are unknown, but one report has it 
that the fleet has sailed to find Turk- 
ish ships, while the Greek government 
has proclaimed a blockade of part of 
the southern coast of Turkey. 

The Montenegrin advance has 
stopped before Taraboch, which blocks 
the way to Scutari. The Greeks have 
crossed the border by three roads at 
the eastern end of the frontier. Tur- 
key is apparently concentrating her 
attention on her Slav foes in the north, 
It is believed she will detach only a 
comparatively small force to deal with 
the Greeks in the beginning. 

The Turkish legations deny indig- 
nantly all reports that Turkish army 
doctors are preparing to scatter dis- 
ease germs. These denials are made 
in a reply to a dispatch received yes- 
terdal in London and vouched for by 
the Greek minister fhat Turkish doc- 
tors had gone to Janina, in the south 
of Albania, near the Grecian frontier, 
carrying with them typhus and cholera 
microbes. )

“You are, therefore, hereby notified 
to discontinue immediately the collec- 
tion of insurance dues or assessments, 
the issuance of any policy or certificate 
of insurance, and to forward promptly 
to this office for cancellation the cer- 
tificate of authority issued to you.” 

Following investigation which will 
begin within the next few days into 
the business of life, fire, accident and 
other companies, similar action will be 
taken against*such as may be found 
not to have complied with the laws. 

In the list of fraternal companies to 
whom notice has been issued appears 
a company Known as the Union Mu- 
tual association. William Driskell, 
Manager and secretary of a Union 
Mutual association, states that his con- 
cern is not a fraternal concern, and 
desires that it shall not be confused 
with the association which is men- 
tioned in the above list. 


Driskell’s Statement. 


Driskell’s statement follows: 

“To The Constitution: I notice in 
The Atlanta Journal a news item from 
the insurance commissioner's office 
that fifteen fraternal insurance com- 
panies had to discontinue business be- 
cause they had not complied with the 
laws of the state.

GEORGIA ROAD PAID 
$165,000 FOR STRIKE 


Reports made by the Georgia rail- 
road this week to the railroad commis- 
sion substantiate The Constitution's 
figures, published the day after the 
strike was ended, which showed that 
the loss to the Georgia railroad would 
total about $165,000. P 

The decrease in freight and passen- 
ger revenues for the first fourteen 
days of October, as compared to the 
same period in 1911, was $136,186.99 

During the strike the expense of 
operating the system was about $1,000 
more each day than under normal con- 
ditions. The increased operating ex- 
pense carries the figure up to $148,000. 
From New York and Philadelphia over 
100 strikebreakers were brought and 
supported, mostly fh idleness, at the 
rate of $5 a day each. This item fig- 
ures for about $7,000. Other items 
bring the total up to $165,000. 

The loss to the railroad employees 
has been figured out to be $8,000. The

Splendid Market Awaits the 
American Manu’acturer 


Guy F. King, Former U, S. Consul 
to Peru, Tells of South Ameri- 
can Conditions. 


The opening of the Panama canas 
has drawn the attention of the Amer- 
ican manufacturer to the market for 
his goods which ifs to be found in 
the South American countries, and 
which heretofore has been left almost 
exclusively to the European houses. 
The opening of the canal will make 
transportatiOn so much easier and 
make the distance to be traveled s» 
much shorter, that the question has 
arisen as to why these people, who 
must import practically everything 
they use, need go to Europe for their 
wants when the American manufac- 
turer is their nextdoor neighbor. 

Atlanta, with her magnificent trans- 
portation factlities, is particularly well 
situated to draw a large share of this 
trade, and in view of this fact, infor- 
mation was secured as to some of the 
points to be understood by the At- 
lanta manufacturer or jobber before 
he could satisfactorily supply that 
trade. 

Guy F. King, Cuban consul in At- 
lanta, and formerly United States con- 
sul to Peru, is probably the best poat- 
ed man on this question to be found 
in the city, and Mr. King gave the 
following interesting facts in a re- 
cent interview: 

“South America is undoubtedly one 
of the finest markets on earth,” said 
Mr. King. “I lived there for many 
years and have traveled over the en- 
tire continent. I am most familar, 
however, with the Amazon valley, and 
I want to say that there is no more 
fertile and prolific county to be foun 
anywhere. The people are enterpris- 
ing and wealthy. 

Ratings High. 

“They are wideawake business men 
and their standing with the different 
houses with which they do business :n 
Kurope is of the very best. 

“The prevalent idea in the States as 
to the general unstable condition <«f 
affairs down there is totally erroneous. 
All the business houses there have 
their ratings, just the same as busi- 
ness houses all over the world, and 
these ratings can easily be secured 
through the regular trade methods. 

“Of course, the American manufac- 
turer who wishes to sell his goods to 
the South American houses must adapt 
‘both his goods and his method to their 
requirements. It is useless to try and 
make them buy whatever you have 
to sell. You must manufacture whit 
they want to buy. The European 
houses do this, and have met with the 
very best of success in dealing with 
this trade. Then again, you cann:t 
expect to handle this business on the 
same terms as those offered to the 
home merchant. The South American 
business man is accustomed to buy- 
ing his goods on one and two-year 
time. The usual ninety days is tutallv 
inadequate in his case, for it takes 
that long to get the goods there an! 
distributed, even before a sale can be 
made. Prices must be arranged to 
meet this condition, and arrangemen‘s 
made accordingly. The British, French 
and German houses do this and expe-t 
nothing else. Their banks discount 
the bills and the entire business is 
done on a credit basis. 

An Agricultural Country. 

“The American manufacturer 
remember that South America is chief- 
ly an agricultural country and busi- 
ness must be carried along there just 
as the farmers are carried by the 
banks in this country until the crops 
are gathered and sold.” 

“How would you make your 
connection in a new country?’ 
King was asked. 

“Why, I would write to the United 
States consul at the port I wished to 
enter with my goods and get frvuin 
him a list of the houses in that line 
located there. Then I would look up 
their ratings and find which were re- 
liable firms to do business with. Then 
I would find what particular goods 
were popular in their territory and

THE LEPROSY OF LAWLESSNESS. 


‘in New York is winning national approval, marks him as a fearless 
jurist, and shows how the law can be adiministered in this country 
if the judges go at it in the right way. 

Of course judges and juries are bound down to the observance 
of fixed laws and established rules of conduct in the trial of cases. 
The ease with which the law is cheated and baffled and put off 
today is the crime of our American civilization. Criminals go un- 


punished and their immunity inspires a reckless disregard for the 


law in others. 
But Judge Goff has gone to the limit of his authority in putting 


aside technicalities invoked solely for delay and has brought the 
prisoner to trial despite the efforts of his attorneys to delay. Such 
an example will have a widespread salutary effect. 

One of four counsel for the accused police lieutenant was re- 
ported ill and this was advanced as an excuse for delay. The trial 
judge ruled that the remaining three lawyers were competent to 


insure the accused being given all his legal rights and a fair trial. 


The usual haggling over talesmen in the selection of a jury was 


5.00} next resorted to and threatened to string out the trial; Justice Goff 
a 


threatened all-night sessions, and this time-consuming device was 
abandoned. 

The reckless disregard in which human life is held today in 
almost every community in the United States was shockingly re- 
vealed in the cold-blooded murder plot which is now being unfolded 
in the Becker trial. 

Technicalities, the intervention of reviewing courts, new trials 
after witnesses are scattered or dead; all combine to shield the 
criminal from punishment. 

How much this knowledge has to do with fostering the hom1- 
cidal mania; to what extent it encourages the average criminal: 
the loss caused to honest men through unwillingness to submit 
civil cases to the judgment of courts, 1s a matter of conjecture. 

The criminal has it impressed upon him by the court records 
that the odds are in his favor; for he knows that if he commits 
murder there are nine out of ten chances that he will not be con- 
victeh and only two chances in a hundred that he will be hung. 

Thus the evil 1s encouraged and the leprosy of lawlessness 
grows, threatening lives and property and the peace and order of 
state and the welfare of society. 

But forces are already at work to remedy the evil. Lawyers 
themselves admit that there is need for reform, and state and na- 
tional bar associations have turned their attention to the work. 
President Taft, speaking as lawyer and judge, has warned congress 
that the national statutes and forms of procedure need revising. 
State bar associations have put committees to work on the same 
line.

A GOVERNOR WITH A BACKBONE. 


Governor Brown’s ringing challenge to the civil officers in 
every county of Georgia to do their duty in the suppression of law- 
lessness and to redeem the state from the blot put upon Georgia by 
the disregard of law by mobs should have a telling and widespread 
effect. 

“Where sheriffs have backbone of hard bone and not that of a 
jelly fish, the lawless element are not inclined to take such liberties,” 
the governor well says. 

Stressing the fact that the militia was absolutely the last resort 
of the-state, to be called upon only when everything.else failed, the 
governor insists that there would rarely be a demand for the militia 
to help keep order if only the sworn officers of the law weuld do 
their duty. 

Under. the law the sheriff is bound to preserve order in his 
county. To do this he can command the aid of every male citizen 
within his jurisdiction, and refusal to comply with his demand that 
If the 
sheriff's ordinary force of deputies is insufficient, he can swear in 
a hundred or five hundred men to maintain peace and order in his

A sheriff who waits for some other official authority to call 
upon the governor for help, except as a last resort and when he has 
exhausted all other resources the law gives him, is certainly not 
fit for his position as a peace officer, and should not be entitled to 
re-election. 

When the people of a community understand that a call for 
troops by their local civil officers means the declaration of martial 
law in their community, the end of all civil authority except as 
permitted under the proclamation of the governor and the will of 
the military commander, they will bring pressure to bear upon 
county officials to handle the local situation themselves. 

In ninety per cent of the cases where a call is made for the 
militia, a sheriff with backbone and known courage could have 
handled the case himself, with the aid of extra deputies sworn in 
for temporary service. 

Governor Brown, while admitting his reluctance to use the 
military power of the state when it can be avoided, says that when 
called upon by the local authorities and confronted by their admis- 
sion that the problem is beyond their power to handle, there is no 
alternative left him but to order out the troops. 

But there are some sheriffs in Georgia who have backbone 


enough to handle such affairs without pleading the baby act.

KAISER’S RELATIONS 


WITH SON STRAINED 


Berlin, October 19.—Something of a 
traditional family scandal has now 
arisen in the German imperial house. 
For a considerable time the crown 
prince has been estranged from the 
Kaiser,and of late his imperial majesty’s 
resentment at his son's behavior has 
become so marked that the scandal is 
a common topic of conversation. The 
popular notion of the emperor as a 
military martinet, wearing his heart 
in a cuirass of steel, is quite erroneous, 
He is the most devoted of fathers, and 
there can be no doubt that the breach 
that has arisen between him and the 
crown prince causes him bitter disap- 
pointment. The estrangement is now 
said to be so complete that his majesty 
}declined to attend the fectivities in 
honor of the crown princess’ birthday 
at Potsdam. 

According to the Wiesbaden Tage- 
blatt, the kaiser left Wilhelmshaven 
ostensibly for the purpose of being 
present at his daughter-in-law’s birth.

The crown 
prince was deeply offended, and open- 
ly complained of the slight cast upon 
him by his father’s action. It ts de- 
clared in court circles that the em- 
peror has never forgiven the crown 
prince for the latter's demonstration 
in the reichstag last November, when, 
during the crisis concerning Morocco, 
he made an emphatic demonstration of 
Sympathy with the warlike party. His 
majesty also disapproves of many of 
his son’s companions and his disincli- 
nation for duties which help to fit him 
for his position as next ruler of the 
German empire.

competition with the retail merchants. 


This business the local merchants 
must already compete with, for it is 
now being shipped by express. 

“If the city merchant is sound in 
his argument against parcel post on 


the ground that it will enlarge his

cause for complaint if the interstate 
commerce commission should order a 
lowering of express rates. In my 
opinion, the city merchant has no 
right to complain if there be estab- 
lished a parcel post rate sufficient 
to cover the actual cost of the gov- 
ernment, and varying with the dis- 
tance of transportation.”

“This country,” said Mr. Lewis, “is 
in a serious condition with regard 
to the high cost of living. The con- 
dition becomes more aggravated daily. 
The cost of getting last year’s farm 
products from the producers to the 
consumers amounted to the enormous 
sum of $7,000,000,000. Our real prob- 
lem is not one of the high cost of liv- 
ing, but the high cost of selling. 

“The report of the secretary of 
agriculture for 1910 gives the follow- 
ing as the percentages of the prices 
paid by the consumer, for which the 
farmer received for the foodstuffs 
named: 

“Poultry, 55.1 per cent: eggs, by the 
dozen, 69.0; celery, by the bunch, 60.0; 
strawberries, by the quart, 48.9; or- 
anges, by dozen, 20.3; melons, by 
pound, 50; potatoes, by bushel, 59.3; 
turkeys, 63.4; cabbage, by head, 48.1; 
»ples, by bushel, 55.6; onions, by 
+k, 27.8; green peas, by quart, 60; 
turnips, by bunch, 60; parsnips, by 
bunch, 60. 

“The problem before the country 
is the way to get this stuff, these vi- 
tal necessities, from the producer to 
the consumer by direct route. We 
must have a direct route from produc: 
er to consumer. We must han- 
dle the shipment in quantities to suit 
the consumer's needs. The farm 
must be connected with the kitchen. 
If this can be done, the problem of 
living will be fairly well solved. The 
postal express will do it.” 

The country merchant will share in 
these benefits as well as the individ- 
ual farmér. Where there is a great- 


er population and more money, there 
will be more trade. 

The Constitution ventures the pre 
diction that for every dollar taken 
away from the country merchant by 
the parcels post system he will gain 
ten dollars from new customers 
whom he could not otherwise supply. 

At least let criticism of the parcels 
post cease until we see how it works.

ELLISON CAPERS 


SOLDIER BISHOP 


Interesting History of a Nota- 
ble Life Given to the 
World by His Son. 


In writing the history of the life of 
Bishop E. Ellison Capers, of South Car- 
Olina, Just published by the Neale Pub- 
lishing company under the title “The 
Soldier Bishop,” his son, Rev. Walter 
B. Capers, has performed a labor of 
love which will preserve to history 
the record of the n»ble life of a dis- 
tinguished churchman and devoted gon 
of the south. 


In life Bishop Capers was known as 
“the best loved man of South Car- 
Olina,” and when his dust was gath- 
ered to that of Wade Hampton, Cal- 
houn, the Prestons and the Mannings, 
and the other great figures of South 
Carolina’s history, the people lost a 
friend and counselor, the church a not- 
able exemplar and the state a warm 
defender, 

In the civil war Ellison Capers dis- 
tinguished himself as lieutenant colo- 
nel commanding the Twenty-Fourth 
South Carolina volunteers, he was 
wounded at the battle of Chickamauga, 
but fought in the battles from Dalton 
to Atlanta He won the tributes of 
his superior officers as a fine disci- 
Plinarian and an intrepid warrior. Of 
his regiment General Hardee said it 
was one of the best in the army. 

After the war he took up his min- 
istry at Christ church in Greenville, 
Ss. CC. and later became Episcopal 
bishop of South Carolina and finally 
chancellor of the University of the 
South at Sewanee, Tenn. 

The volume of 400 pages is well 
written, is-full of incident and anec- 
dote and throws a valuable sidelight 
on the many great enterprises in which 
the soldier-bishop took a prominent 
part.
